The Federal Highway Administration and Arkansas State Highway and Transportation
Department are preparing a Supplemental Draft Environmental Impact Statement
(SDEIS) for the referenced project. Although the Draft Environmental Impact Statement
was signed January 2002, comments submitted by citizens at the Location Public Hearing
have prompted us to investigate an additional alignment. The scope of the SDEIS is
limited to Segments B-E of the project.

Four alignments are being compared through Segments B-E. A Preferred Alignment has
been established on the western end of the project through Segment A-B, and the eastern
end of the project through Segment E-F. These two preferred segments are being utilized
with each of the four alignments being compared in the SDEIS. Conceptual design for
the 1-540 interchanges has also been revised, resulting in a relocation of the I-540/Wagon
Wheel interchange for Lines 2, 3, and 4. Small maps illustrating all of the alignments
and the proposed interchange modifications are enclosed.

The following method was used to determine the acres of prime farmland and farmland
of statewide importance that could be impacted by each alignment:

1) Soil map sheets from the United States Department of Agriculture Soil Survey for
Benton and Washington Counties (issued January 1977 and March 1969) were
electronically scanned.

2) Soil types that met Prime Farmland and Farmland of Statewide Importance
criteria were digitized into an electronic database.

3) Estimated right of way for the alignments under study and the city limit
boundaries were superimposed on the digitized soil data. The preferred segments
A-B and E-F and Segments B-E for each proposed line were analyzed for Prime
Farmland and Farmland of Statewide Importance. Soils falling inside city limits
and the existing I-540 right of way were not included in the analysis.

4) This process resulted in the soils impacts analysis for prime farmland and
farmland of statewide importance. This information is tabulated separately for the
Preferred Segments A-B and E-F, and Segments B-E of Lines 2, 3, 4, and 5 and is
enclosed in this letter.

A large map is enclosed for each of the alignments under consideration showing the
farmland soils impact analysis. If you agree with the Department's estimated impacts for
this project, please sign the enclosed form NRCS-CPA-106, the Farmland Conversion
Impact Rating form. This form has been completed with the information pertaining to
each segment of the project as described in (4) above.
